IMPORTANT RULINGS. 


Rulings and Suggestions of Interest to All 


Concerned—The Carriers and 


Their Patrons. 


Important Bulln«» and Oonoln»iom«. 


WASHJNOTOH, April 18.—The Inter-State 


CommUaion sent to-day to several rail- 
roads, whose officials have applied for re- 
lief against the short-haul provision of tbe 
law without making a satisfactory show- 
ng of their (Crievances, letters calling at- 
tention to the fact tbat before the com- 
mission can act upon petitions they must 
ID all cases be properly verified. The 
letters also set forth that— 


The law under which -we are acting lays 


down a general law, which Is presumably just, 
and which must be applied In all oases, unless 
facts >re proven which make a particular case 
clearly exceptional. These should be shown by 
the petition which is presented for relief, and 
tho commission, before it can grant the relief, 
must satisfy Itself on Investigation .that the 
faoasareas stated, and that the;render the 
ordinary operation of the law oppressive to an 
extent that warrants an exception being made 
In petitfoner's favor.

lommlssion does not grant general suspension 
as to any road, but gives relief only as to the 
traffic between specified points.

The commission to-day also made public 


aldocument which, they state, Is the most 
mportant yet Issued by them, bearing on 
certain clauses of the Inter-State law.

May railway companies issue passes to 
employes of other roads on application 
of the employes, or must such applica- 
tion come from the officer of the company 
by which he is employed) Hay railway 
companies issue free or reduced trans- 
•oi'tution to those who make railway ser- 
\'.co their business or trade, while tem- 
porarily out of employment and iwaearch 
of situations) Hay railway companies 
provide free transportation for delegates 
to the annual conventions of an assbcln-

The application on behalf of the Traders' 


and Travelers' Union states the system 
under which an additional allowance of 
free baggage has been heretofore carried 
by commereiat travelers, subject to writ- 
ten agreement lor registry and indemni- 
icatlon, which system the cammisslon is 
lequosted to examine carefully "and ad- 
rise us if there is any reas»a why a rail- 
'oad company desiring to *o so alhould not 
Inter into such an arraBgtpnut, to grant, 
Incter stated terms, an ttfcreared allow- 
mce of free baggagel"

if a large number of silnj»r apjjtestidts, 
n-hich have been maua to.'the-QorflJti?a»'ou.

|hey indicate the general (ftaraoter of all, 
ind enable the commlrtiplito »iijoonce 
certain conclusions to.

It is obvious from the tanpr of aucti 
ipplications that the. impression is 
prevalent that this'commission has .power 
!o construe, interpret and ajutly tfclaw 
by preliminary judgment, we are con- 
tinually appealed to for decissions in ad- 
vance as to whether common canters, 
said to be willing to adoptcerUln methods 
of dealing with respect to inter-State 
commerce, can do so without subjecting 
themselves to the penalties announced 
by the statute for violations of its pro- 
visions. 


A careful reading of the. "a«t to regu- 


late commerce," under which this com- 
mission is organized) wiuybo'w that no 
jurisdiction has been glvenus to answer 
questions Hire those un4er ows*l«ration. 
It is obvious that appMoatWa* like, those 
of the oonouctors and Traders' and:Trav- 
elers' Union Jiave no relation^ whatever to 
the duties impose* upon usj>y section 4, 
and this is the only sectiaii of Ue law 
which the commission has power to sus- 
pend or relax. 


Sction 13 authorizes complaints to the 


commission and conf*rn jurisdiction to 
entertain the sane. B prOvMes that "any 
person, etc., complaining of any thing 
done or omitted to be done by a common 
carrier subject to the provisions of this 
act, in contravention of the provisions 
thereof, may apply to said commission by 
petition, which shall briefly state tbe 
facts"; but neither 
the railway con- 


ductors nor the Traders' and Travelers' 
Union complain that any common carrier 
has violated the law. On the contrary 
they both aver that the railway com- 
panies 
do 
not 
violate 
the 
law 


and do not wish to. If a railway com- 
pany should issue a pass to a candidate 
and his family to attend the approaching 
convention, or should transport three 
hundred pounds of baggage free for a 
comm ei-cial traveler under the registry 
and indemnity system, and some person 
feeling aggrieved, should .make complaint 
of unjust discrimination, it would then be 
proper for the commission to entertain 
the question whether suc*h conduct was 
or was not in violation of .the law, and if 
(to, whether it was or was not with- 
in 
the 
exceptions, stated 
in 
sec- 


tion 22. 'Complaints 
may 
also be 


prevented if the charges made by the car 
Hers are not considered reasonable and 
just, but until questions of this kind come 
before us in the way clearly indicated by 
the statute, it would be worse .than use- 
less for us to express opinions or give ad- 
vic?. We should not only lay ourselves 
justly open to the charge of assuming un- 
warranted authority, but should also run 
great risk of involving all concerned in 
what the courts might afterward hold to 
be breaches of the law, by hasty and ill- 
considered conclusions, based upon ez 
parte statements and arguments. 


Congress has not taken the manage- 


ment of the railroads out of the hands of 
the railread companies. It has simply 
established certain general principles un- 
der which inter-State commerce must be 
conducted. It has enacted in section 1 
that all charges for inter-State transpor- 
tation "shall be reasonable and just;" 
has 
prohibited 
In section 
9 
all 
manner of unjust discriialmations; has 
forbidden in section 3 all undue and urn- 
reasonable preferences and advantages; 
has required 
In 
the 
same 
section 
reasonable 
and 
equitable 
facilities 


for 
the 
interchange of traffic 
and 


has prohibited 
in 
section 
5 
the 


pooling of freights. That, in substance, 
Is the Inter-State Commerce law. Thar* 
is nothing novel in these provisions. They 
simply bring back the business of the 
common carriers to the well-settled 
principles 
ot the common law, yet 


no one can deny that there 
was 


urgent need of their statutory formula- 
tion. Alleged difficulties in putting them 
in operation,,only disclosed examples of 
the extent t« which they have been vio- 
lated in the past. These sections of the 
act are expressed in plain words. A con- 
struction must be given to them in the 
first instance by the carriers and their 
patrons.
